BY-LAWS OF THE IOWA NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION 
ARTICLE I 
SCOPE of the BY-LAWS 





It is intended that all bebe the Iowa Numismatic Association, 
conferred upon it by virtue of its eben shall be executed 1n 
accordance with the provisions of these y-laws; and that admission to 
nenbership in the Association, The rights and poh pa a of members, and 
tenure of membership shall be spe et to and dependent i the provisions 


herein and the exercise of the authority herein converre 
ARTICLE II 
MEMBERSHIP 





Section 1. Qualifications. Any person of good moral character, having 
attained the age of eighteen years and being interested in Numismatics, may 
become a nember of lowa Hunisnatic Association, subject to the provisions of 
this article. 

Section 2. Appi teatian for Kenbership. Applicacion for membership in 
the Association shall be made to the Secretary-Jreasurer 1n bie and in 
such form and under such conditions as the Board of Directors shall fron 
time to time prescribe. Any person under the age of 18 years and sponsored 
by a Senior Iowa Numismatic Association member may be considered for Junior 
nenbership. Junior nembers va not hold office or vote. The names and | 
addresses of club members are to remain secret and will not be published in 
any way without their written permission. 


Section 3. Annual Dues. The amount of the annual dues shall be fixed 
by the Board of Directors, and shall be due on Me Ist of each year and 
considered delinguent if not tg on or before mt Ist. The membership year 
shall coincide with the calendar year. Members a nitted arg the first s1x 
nonths of the year shall pay full annual dues, but those admitted ie the 
last six months of the year shall pay oar one-half of the annual rate for 
the remainder of such year. (INA dues will be raised to $5.00 beginning 
January 1, 1986). 


appl Lcatigas for nenbership shall be accompanied a advance paynent of 
dues, the amount of which shall be in conformity with the provisions of the 
foregoing peragrap, Should any appl ieation be declined, such payment shall 
be promptly returned to the app icant by the Secretary-Treasurer. 


Section 4, Good Standing. A member in "good standing," within the 
peeny og of the term as used herein, is one who 1s not delinguent in the, 
payment of dues or of any othe indebtedness to the Association, and against 
whom no charges have been preferred and sustained; provided that, if such 


Section 5. Delinquent Dues and Other Indebtedness. In event a 
member's shall becone delinguent and are not paid within ninety days 
thereafter, the eget (bc shall so notify the Board of Directors, 
who may then declare such nembership terminated forthwith.

investigation; sracaa beam nay dismiss the complaint. All charges must be 
written and be specific in their terns. 


(b) i a he Upon the receipt of such written charges, the Board shall 
cause to be sent a copy of the same to the accused, by registered nall, to 
his last known address, with notice as to place and date of a hearing, which 
shall be held not less than fifteen days subsequent to the date of such 
notice. The accused may mn pe In person, or be pel ge by counsel, or 
nay make his answer by written communication. Both the accused and the 
member who filed the charges may call in witnesses. Should the accused, 
after recelving said notice, 1gnore the charges, making no answer whatsoever,

AS collectors we feel we should receive the first sets as they were paid for in 
advance, and as dealers we feel we snould be able to order these sets in lots of 
100 or more and receive these at the same discount price as chain stores, and 
receive them as soon as the larger stores do.
